THE CREATOR OF THE CHAUTAUQUA. 

The contributions which J. H. Vincent, Bishop of 
the M. E. Church, whose death at the age of 88 is 
just reported, made to the thought and customs and 
familiar forms of expression of his time are not easily 
appreciated by those whose experience with current 
affairs dates back less than half a century. 

As a clergyman Dr. Vincent engaged in a large 
way in Sunday school work and, aided by Lewis 
Miller, a wealthy resident of Ohio, his plans for a sort. 
of normal institute for Sunday school teachers took 
shape in 1874. For his first “assembly.” as it was 
called then as well as later, Chautauqua Lake, in
